REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
neither anticipate nor render obvious the applicants claimed invention. Specifically the prior art 
fails to teach a constructional unit that has two heat exchangers arranged one above the other and 
a regulating door controlling the flow of air between the two heat exchangers, in which flow of 
air can be selectively prevented from flowing through either of the heat exchangers. Thus the 
applicants' invention is novel and non-obvious.
